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ADVISORY ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 6-1-2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. As to applicant argument that Tsoi does not show a first control element is 
associated in a first operating state with information displayed on the device about the 
first operating state, the first control element having no function; Tsoi teaches a first 
control element is associated in a first operating state with information displayed on the 
device about the first operating state (see col. 2, lines 50-53), and the first control 
element having no function (see for example fig. 7, third and fourth button 82). What 
Tsoi does not teach is the combination of using the label and having no function at the 
same time. Baals teaches limitation of using the label and having no function at the 
same time (see fig. 6). Thereby, the combination of both references teaches the above 
limitations. 

3. As to applicant argument that Tsoi does not show a first control element is 
associated with a function for activating the first operating state in the second operating 
state; please see fig. 7-13 were Tsoi teaches activating a plurality of operating states 
associated with control elements. 

4. Regarding to applicant argument that in Baals the information is not assigned to 
one of the control elements; its noted that on fig. 6 of Baals the second line of item 210- 
6 is assigned the positions of the labels for the buttons 226-227, thereby it reads on the 
above limitation. 
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5. Regarding to applicant argument that in Baals does not change from pure 
information to a function, please see fig. 6, item 210-6 and fig. 7, item 210-7 were it 
show from pure information to a function. Also, Tsoi as previously disclosed in the prior 
office action teaches that limitation. 

6. Regarding to applicant argument about the motivation of the combination, please 
see col. 6, lines 43-49 in Tsoi. Also, it is reminded that the question is not if the 
references teaches the suggestion, the question is if one of the ordinary skill would had 
been motivated to combine the references. 

7. For the above reasons, the current rejection in record stands.
